Another instatiee which [ shall mentionin the Juvenile class, relates to a 
child of only sevéh years old. The School Mistress, from whom I recei- 
ved the account, sééms to be aserious woman. She keeps School in the 
coanty of D—, and, although the Inépector offered to settlé with her at 
her house, she preferred to come here to have some conversation with me. 
The child was one of her pupils, and though so young had cemimitted to 
memory, and could repeat fluently, the whole of the Epistle to the Romans. 
He was taken illsome time before she left home to come here and was 
confined to his bed. She frequently visited him, and, in her last conver- 
sation, asked him if he was afraid to die. He replied that he was not.— 
She enquired into the reason of his iiét feeling terror in the prospect of 
death. He replied, “ Why should I fear? sure Jesus Christ i# able to raisé 
me from the dead! is he not the resurrectién and the life 2” 

I shall as present mentign only ove instaneée out of many that have come 
to my knowledge, shewing the general effect ef the schools on the public 
mind. C—D— called at my house, shortly after my letter for last month 
was forwarded’ Her visit was onthe subject of religion. Thé place where 
she resides is about four [rish miles from any of our Schools; aiid yet, as she 
represented, the whole population in her néighborhood was much agitated 
about this new ways Many she said, entertagned strong doubts that they 
and their fathers had been all along deceived by the priests, and that what 
they had told them, of theira being the only true religion, was all false-— 
She said that a book had got into that country that had made a wonderful 
change open many,—-that some, who were formerly good Catholi¢s, would 
not now hear a Priest, and that those, whether male or female, who liad a 
book of the kind, wece most anxious to read itto others; and were called 
preachers (this, among the lower order is used as a terin of the highest re- 
proach, and conveys the.same import as heretic.) Haviri¢ heard that I was 
connected with this new way and this wonderful book, and believing I would 
not tell her lies, or deceive her, she travelled all the way here, (about 20 
Irish miles,) to make inquiry about it. She said she had been long anx- 
iously and earnestly engaged in seeking the salvation of her saul, and last 
year had gone on a pilgrimage to Lough Derge, or Patrick’s Purgatgry, a’ 
distance from her house of nearly sixty English miles, She gave a pitia- 
ble account of ber sutferings, her torn feet, and lacerated knees, but ob- 
served, what was it all, if it would save her poor soul! however, of the effi- 
cacy of this pilgrimage, and all her sufferings, she of late began te enter- 
tain very strong doubts. Many in the couutry, who once believed in Lough 
Derge as firmly as herself, now said, it was no good; and she met with an 
eccurmence, which very much contributed to shake her confidence in it, 
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In order that you may understand the force of this occurrence, it is neces- 
sary to inform you, that in this kingdom when a pilgrim returns from Longh 
Derg, Croagh Patrick, or any of the holy places, they are recaived in all 
houses into which they may enter with hich respect and veneration. In 
ge eral, on entering any house, the family kneel down to receive their 
berediction. By treativg the pilgrims with all hospitality and kindness, 
they are sure that they participate in the merits of their pilgrimage 3 be- 
sides which, they frequently reeeive from the pilgrims, whom they lodwe fe: 
a night, pebbles, or hits of stones, which, being bronght from a holy plane, 
are always esteen edsacred. Alas for peor Erin! — r 

i, the course of last summer, a female pilgrim, eoming from Lough 
Derg, called at her heuse late in the evening. Her mother, who resided 
with her, and horself, after receiving the usual blessing from the holy visi- 
tant, kindly entertained her with the best; when, having contributed all 
they could to her eemfort and refreshment, they retired to rest The 
mothe: and daughter slept in one bed, at a distance fiom the fire, and the 
ho'y pilgrim had a bed to herself more comfortably situated. At midnicht, 
the mother, awoke by some sttrrmg m the house, and perceiving the pil- 
grim, by the light of the fire, to be up and dressed, inquived what had ‘is- 
turbed her. She replied, that over fatigue had put her past sleeping, that 
she intended to sit up awhile, and would again try to set rest. Satisfied 
wih this exp anation, nor once suspecting the integrity of their holy euest, 
the motier and daughter slept until morning; but, how great was their 
BUI prise, when they arese, to find the pilgrim fled, and that they had beer 
robbed of their all! In vain was any pursuit she had the start of them by 
many hours, nor could they know which way she had taken. The mother 
had 'ost her yarn, her only property, andthe daughter many valuable crowns, 
caps. &e. which she received from a respectable family, for whem she had 
nursed, ané whieh she had carefully treasured vp ever since. I have 
been thus u:itate to give you an idea of the simplicity ef the native Irish, 
in the remote parts of the kingdom, and of the dreadfut effects of the er- 
rors Of popery. 

This unprincipled robber had come frem a painful pilgrimage, laid on her 
perhaps, for some nefarous crime, or for some wanton emission of what she 
esteeme | :eligious duty, or with an intent to benefit the departed spirit of 
some near relative, who had prebably lait that obligation on her, Popery, 
that n-onopolist of exclusive salva‘zon, is that system alene, of all which 
bears the Christian name, which encourages hope, nay, gives an assurance 
of in:pnnity to the observance of the commandments of men, when every 
divine, every moral obkrgation is outraged, despised, and trampeled on. [ 
ha: not leisure to spend much time with this poor woman : however, she 
was not negiected : the female part of my family read to her many portions 
of the wonder'ul book of whie® she had heard so much. She paid the ut- 
most attention, aid see ned to drink, m its truths, as the thirsty land the re. 
fieshing showeis She had a brother-in-law who lived wear ber, who could 
read English, and Irish; but tiis man was a most bigoted Catholic, and 
had hitherto resisted hearing those who delighted im the new book. How- 
é.er, n hope that s7e might prevail on hint to read it for her, she heoveda 
"lestament, ard, when furnished with an English and Irish one, she left ug 
with creat joy, big with expectation of receiving farther instruction. We 
adviser her to mak« some visits to B—H—’s, family, a distance from her 
ovlyalewiwies. She sid, sie feared her people, as they were fully 
convimes ne was a cevin. chowever, [have no seubt but her anxiety for 
the weid of God wil constrain herto break through every impediment. 
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Before she left us, she produced a small pamphlet of four pages, which 
she brought with her to have my opinion of. It was bought for one half 
penny fromahawker. | fear many such are now sent through the country 
by the emisaries of Satan, ia order to counteract the spread of divine truth, 
which all their authority cannot prevent. It purported to contain two rev- 
elations from Jesus Christ, one to St. Augustine, and the otherte St. Brid- 
get; both eemmunicating distinct and most compendieous ways of salvation, 
That to St. Bridget was, I thiak, the most laborious and expensive way of 
the two, as many prayers, confessions, and acts of charity were prescribed 5 
that to St. Augustine was more siuple and expeditious, laying no other 
burden than the observance of a fast en the twelve golden Fridays in one 
vear, a confession, and the repititions of prayers to the Virgin and Saints 
on those days. Both were sanctioned, as from the mouth of the Lord, with 
the most pesitive assurance of happiness immediately after deat , without 
purgatoiial inquisition or satisfaction ; ard what is remarkable, and per- 
jectly consistent with the genius of this religion, neither revelation con- 
tained a sentence on the frame or disposition of the hea:t, or any intima- 
tions ef the necessity of abstinence from sin. 

L,will centent invself at this time witha brief account of the conversien 
of H—G—, of B—in tis county, whe was previously of the Roman 
Catholic communion. He called on me 14th of last month for a Bible, 
which L had long promised him. I spent some hours with him in conversa- 
{ion muchte my satisfaction. His attention was first exeited to the things 
whick make for his peace (as related by himself) by a conversation he had 
with P—S—-nearly two years since. He had heard of S—’s, apostacy 
from the Catholic religion, and was much eencerned,as S—’s wile was a 
distant relation of his, and the native Lrish feel themselves involved in the 
ignorance of any, tle most remeie branch ef their relations. He had no 
personal acguaintance with S—, but longed muchto see him. They met 
on the public road. as S—was returning from one ef his teurs ef inspec- 
tion, and going the same way, aconversationensued. As it ie usual for the 
native Lrish witheut any ceremony te inquire ef strangers, their name, place 
of abode, and where they travel te, business, &c. he soon understood that 
his fellow traveller was the person Le so leng wished to meet with. Com- 
jng to a pace where 2 new line of road branched off the old road, G— 
stopped, as if undeterniined which way to take. S— mtended to take the 
new road, and asked G—what made him hesitate ? G—replied significant- 
ly, that the old road was that he was eceustomed te froin his youth up, 
that it wasthat travelled by his fathers before him,—and that he wished 
not to depart !roin it, without being convinced that the new way was bet- 
ter. S—perceiwing the drift of this remark, replied, with a saule, that he 
hoped to convince him, that the way which he called new existed long he- 
fore that which he denominated old—that it was the King’s high way, and 
no hye path, pleasant and safe, leading toa city of habitation. Inthe 
conversation which ensued, S—gave him a reasen of the hape that was in 
hiin, and, in doing this, a view ef the nature ef the gospel, its blessed as- 
pect to the lost, and the happiness of all whe,in the knowledge of the joy- 
ful sound, tasted and proved that God was good. G-- was so impressed 
with wHat he heard, that he gave up pursuing his way to the piace he in- 
tended when he left home, accompanied S—to his house, and remained 
with him that night and part of the next day, hearing S—read the New 
Testament. He has frequently called on S—- since, and occasionally on 
me in G—, and since my return here, he has gat Testaments English and 
Krish, and studied the latter eo closely by the help of the former, that in six 
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weeks lie could read it fluently to others. As his knowledge of the Ges- 
pel increased he increased in aeal,and made use of the many opportunities wh- 
ich his trade of a flax hackler aiforded him of reading his Irish Testament, 
in whatever family he wrought in. From many conversations I have had 
with him, from time to time, and especially fromthe last, [ have no doubt 
bat this man has bees taught of God, and enjoys the faith of the Gospel. 
Mr. M—, the Missionary employed by the Baptists, having met with him 
in one of his rounds, proposed to take him into the service of that Socie- 
ty, as one of their readers. Qn his telling me this, not willing tp inter- 
fere, as Mr. M—rhad made the propasal, [told him that he might accept 
of it. 

K—informs me that there are six in the neighborhood ef his father’s 
house who now meet every Lord’s day for reading the Scriptures, and that 
he believes they are all real Christians. Hitherto they teh assembled 
wt Few f but in their iast Meeting they resolved, that in future they would 

old public meetings for the benefit of others, F—, from C—, bis just 
arrived. The change on this man is most conspicuous, He is in great, 
dread of having his Scheal destrayed by the Priest, towards whom be walks 
with all wisdom, When this man insisted on his not enforcing the taskg 
on his pupils, F—pleaded the poverty of his family, and the certain loss of 
his stipend if they were fqund deficient; the Priest then desired that the 
tasks should be exclusively ayt ef the Qld Testament. How averse are 
they to the disseminnatian of thg knowledge of the Lord Jesus! F—hag 
Jearned to read the Erish Testament, and readg it to the adults every Lord’s 
day. He tells me that the effect is astonishing. He is to keep an evening 
School chis winter for adults. One old woman had like ta have drawn on 
himall the vengeance of the Priest. In the fullness of her heart she told 
the Priest the wonders she had heard from the Irish book, which F—read, 
the many tears it drew from her eyes, how her soul was affected, &c. &c. 
The Priest, a young man from M—, stormed and grossly abused the poor 
woman, telling her she had nothing to do with the thingssm that book, and 
that he would punish F—. Struck with the effect of the baneful influence 
of these wicked men on the spiritual state of their poor deluded flocks, and 
how eminently they promote the interest of the prince of darkness, in for- 
cibly keeping the people from the word of life, which otherwise they would 
hear with all avidity, L could net help praying to the Lord to break their ins 
jurious influence over the people. Poor F—, with his whole soul in his 


eyes, and with uplifted hands, added a most hearty Amen!

At Surry Chapel, (near London,) on Monday evening, Sept. 30, 1816, 
zine Missionaries were set apart to their important work, viz.

‘These five brethren are designed to strengthen the various sta- 
tions in Africa, which are continually increasing in nuwber. Mr. Taylor 
and Mr. Evans had been previously ordained, the former at Chichester, the 
latter at Bala. 

The tollowing are intended tor the South Sea Islands, to strengthen the 
hands of our worthy brethren there, who are almost overwhelmed with 
the labors of their station, viz. Messrs. David Darling, George Platt, Reb- 
ert Bourne, and John Willjags. : 
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All the Brethren are acquainted with Agricultural or mecaanical arts, 
and will be able to promote the civilization of the natives in Africa, and 
Otaheite, while they diffuse among them the invaluable knowledge of the 
Gospel. 

Mr. Raysou, of Wakefield, commenced the service by prayer; Mr. 
Leifchild, of Kensington, delivered an appropriate discourse, of an intro 
ductory nature, and proposed to each of the missionaries suitable questions, 
whieh were answered in a very satisfactory manner. The numerous au- 
dience appeared to be beeply affected, when nine young men publickly de- 
@lared what God had done for their souls, their belief of the great doctrines 
of the Scripture, and their devotedness to the cause of Christ among the 
heathen. A Bible was then put into the hands of each, by Mr. Burder 
and Mr. James, in the name of the Soctety; Dr. Waugh offered up to 
Giod the united petitions of the great congregation in behalf of the Mis- 
sionaries and their wives, who were present ; after which, Dr. Winter and 
Mr. Caimpbelladdressed the Missionaries ia an affectionate and impressive 
manner. -

¢ cing one weel’s labors. 


Apnil 7 7, 1816. Lord's day.--At & o’clock in the morning I went, 2 
ual for some time past, to the sca-shore where the Musslemen bury, and 
ier ‘e the Hindoos beth burn and bury their dead, according to the cus- 
toms of their respe etive casts When [ arrived, there were 50 or 60 


heathens, seated on the beac h; at a sinall distance from the funeral pile of 
their deceased friend. 1 found it easy to enter into conversation with 
tien 3; and spoke freeiv aud fully of the great salvation; and exhorted 
them to embrace without delay the free offer of pardon and eternal life 
through a crucified Redeemer, that thus they might be prepared to die in 
peace, aveid the torments of he ell, and enter into the joys of keaven. 
They beard attentively, and professed to approve. 

I then walked a few rods, and sat down under a shed, in front of a watch- 
louse: (for the seapoys* on duty in this Vast receptacle of the dead. } 
liere I spoke to 15 or 20 persons some of whom were heathens and 
scine Mussulmen. A few yards fom me a Musselman burial soon took 
place. About the saine time, came a Hindeo procession, bringing a dead 
Inan to his burning. After a short ‘interv al; came anothe er Hindoe pro- 
cession with music, bringing the dead body of a a Gousavee; (belonging to 
one ciass ef Hindoo devotees. ) -) Aeberding to their custom, he was to be 
bu: la ‘ihe manner of doing it was peculiar. The grave was dug in 2 
eircular form, about 3 feet in diameter, and 4 féet deep. The body was 
then deposits edi in a sitting posture, with the legs locked together and drawn 
up close under the body ; this being the posture in which this sort of peo- 
ple sit at then devotions. ‘The hand ds were elevated about to a level with 
9 aim pits, and closed upon the breast, and in them the ling was — 

¥ place d. ‘Lhe li ng is a significant emblem of what decency forbids to be 
named: ard such w us the deity; which this peor deluded creature wors mips 
ped ; and to which he was scrupulously devoted all his days. Shocked at 
the awful spectacle, iny thoughts rushed forward to the resurrection of the 
dead, and the judgment of ail men. I seemed to see this deluded fellow: be- 
ine rising fromtlie grave;and with this overwhelming testimony o/ his guilt, 
his shame, and his “vondemnation, approaching the bar of wsulted and In: 
ensed Oumipotence! To what “everlasting shane and coutempt” and 
woe must such vile idolators awake atthe resurrection day! And, alas! 
how countless the multitude of such guilty untaught heaihens! Gould 
christians, at home, behold but ene seene lhe this, what iurther need could 
there be of exhortation! Would notevery friend of Jesus, in the fullness 
of his Leart, exclaim, *‘let me gire—let me dvo—something tor the salva- 
tion of the heathen.” Would not all cry aloud to the Kedeemer, “ Lord 
send forth more Jaborers into thy harvest.”— Would not ever) pious youth 
rejoice to say, “ Here am], Lord; send me!” Bui such nioving scenes 
are us real, as though every christian saw them with his own eyes. Why 
are cliistians so slow.to believe, to feed and to uct ? 

L addressed, a8 wellas l was abie, the people who were attending on 


this interment; and then I walked to another spot, where a dead body wae 


burning. —There also I spoke to five or six. Athen began to withdra 
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A seapoy is a native soldier, 
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from this dismal spot—-dismal indeed! for here 5, 10,20 or 30, of my 
fellow creatures are daily brought and ope with the dead. These 
all die, in the ignorance and guilt of idolatry or Maho Nanism. And 
for how many generations has this broad stream of human life\gen flowing 
into eternity! And how long shall it continue to flow, unmix® with the 
hope of eternal life! As 1 was withdrawing, a Mussulman witlhree or 
four others, called to me, and invited me to a religious conversatix with 
them—I spoke briefly and departed. | x 

On my way home, I fell in with two Catholics, who were at Ae § 
asked them how they could think themselves christians and work on the Sab. 
bath! I attempted briefly to describe to them the two widely different \ 
sorts of Christians, which there are in the world. \ 

In the evening, 1 walked out as usual. At one place I began to talk to 
some large boys, whom I saw at play. About 30 persons were soon col- 
lected, and I sat down and read part of a tract to them, and told them 
what they must do to be saved. In another place, 1 spoke to 50 or 4 
more. ] addressed several other smaller collections of people, and letit 
one tract. This evening I have spoken ta not less than 120 or 130; and 
during the day, to about 229. I think that in speaking to so many, I have 
never before met with so little contradiction. 

Monday, 8th. I was hindered from going out as early as usual ; bu 
the Great Dispaser of all circumstances put about 100 people in my wa 
whom I addressed on the concerns of their souls. In one place, I spok 
to about 15 who were beggars by inheritance or casi. I exhorted the 
to repent, confess their sins, and beg pardon of Ged, &c. I collected abou 
50 or 60 in another place ; but some of them violently contradicted, and 
one of them, (whe has often heard me preaching Christ,) spoke as aw- 
fully of the blessed Jesus, as ever the blasphemous Jews did. 

Tuesday 9th. To-day 1 have preached to more than 100 people. In 
one place, as I was sitting by an obscure heathen temple and reasoning with 
some men about worshipping a stone for their god, a very decent Mussul- 
man came up, and, after listening awhile, desired to speak. But he no 
sooner began tedisplay his zeal against idols, than the Hindoos asked hi: 
why the Mussulmen worship the tombs of the dead, which are only full 
bones and stench? ‘The Hindoos -beldly attack the Mussulmen on tl 
ground; and the latter certainly do seem to worship tombs with as m 
devotion, as the former worship their idols. 

[soon resumed the conversation; and as I spoke of the Redeemer, t 
Son of God, the blinded and haughty Mussulman went away, declari 
that God had no Son. 

Almost inthe centre of the road, near the same spet, were several stones 
about the size of a goose egg, with Some red coloring stuff upen them. 
‘These were Hindoo deities. I wneonciously stepped on one of these 
strange deities, as Lsupppose 50) other porsons must do every day. Aby- 
stander apprised me of what I bad done; but without seeming to expect 
af apelogy. Alas! into what inconceivable devradation and misery are 
such idolators pluuged! I should not know how to sive the entire charac- | 
ter of the Hindoos, in a few words, better then by saying, that “ they 
are ready to believe any thing but the truth, to worship any thing but their 
Maker, and to do any thing except that which is good.” To what a glo- 
rious triumph is the cross of Christ destined in the midst of such grose ° 
idolatry ; a thought, which, when seized in faith, transforms, in a mo- 
sii the most overwhelming discouragements into the most transporting 
exuitation. 
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As I was walking in an obscure street, a man, wliom I knew not, call- 
ed to me, and began to speak of religion ; which gave me an opportunity 
of addressing 12 or 15. Onmy way home I turued aside to a large tem- 
ple, whers 300 or 400 people were assembled to be instructed in the 
foolerie and vices of their gods.—Here I found an opportunity of speak- 
ine 7 a number, and I suppose 1 might have drawn away many; but I[ 
theeght it more judicious to forbear. 

Wednesday, 10th. I have spoken to about the same number to day 
that I did yesterday. I met with no contradiction, except in one place, 
where the individual alluded to on the 8th, came up, after I had been ad- 
dreasing the people for some time, and opposed with great violence. In 
another place, I began to talk to about a dozen children, from 8 to 15 
years of ave. I[ questioned them about their Maker, and toid them how 
euch children were taught in my country. I repeated the commandments 

them, and spoke of the awful place to which tlre wicked would go at 
eath, and also of the happy place to which the good would go. A number 
f adults came and listened also ; and both they and the children seemed to 
2 pleased. This iswhat I often do with the children, aud sometimes I 
ve 20 of them around me iw one place. In general, they are willing to 
op their sport, and listen to what [ have to say; and they seem highly 

‘atified with the notice I take of them. Hundreds of these, in different 

rts of the town, know me, and they often run out to give me their salem, 

ow.) Who can tell what may be the ultimate consequences of the lit- 
te seed, which may be thus seattered, and of the friendly impressions 
which may be made thus early upon their tender minds. 

Thursday, 11. To-day is the annual pilgrimage to Mahalukmma, the 
goddess ot wealth, whose temple is situated by the sea side, about two and 
a half miles outof town. ‘The crowd of people who flocked thither, was 
immense. It was with the greatest difficulty, that all the people could 
force their way near enough to see the idol, and present it with their offer- 
ings of cocoanuts, gee flowers, and cocks, which were offered in sacrifice. 

found the opportunities for speaking to the deluded people more favorable 
un I had anticipated. I spoke repeatedly, in different places, in the 
vgst of large numbers ; but from the bustle and noise, perhaps not more 
-u 150 or 200 could fairly hear me. 1 found far less opposition and 
ntradiction than I expected 

Vriday, 12th. I went first to the burying and burning sround, where I

who do not will be damned; and that this faith was the hidden work of t 
heart producing holiness of life ; but that it was a great sin to make 2 
image of any thing whatever, to call it God, and to fall down and worsh:
